the cruiser was abandoned at 3 
a. m. by all her officers on the 
active list.

W>—Under pressure from govern- 
ment troops, the Greek rebels re- 
tired today, after desultory fight- 
ing, to the old line occupied by 
the Bulgarians during the World 
War, 
running from 
Drama to 
Demirhissar around the spurs of 
the Bahkan mountains. 


Here they are using the old 
Bulgarian-German trenches with 
concrete shelters and 
powerful 


earthworks which military experts 
declare make them almost invul- 
.nerable. 
The rebels have been forced to 
evacuate Seres, which is located 
on a broad plain without natural 
protection, but they said they in- 
tended to make a determined stand 
at Drama whose high hills al- 
ready have been heavily fortified 
by the rebels.

Roth were fully 
dressed and a bullet had pierced 
the temple of each. 


Coroner Charles W. Carder's ver- 


dict of "murder and suicide" did 
not say which person he believed 
did the shooting. 


"We have talked it over and this 


is the only way out," read a note 
signed "Lawrence" and addressed 
to his wife. 
Two notes signed 


"Arelcne" also were found. 
One 


was addressed to Mrs. Hurdle and 
the other to her family. A fourth 
note, signed "L. W. H." was ad- 
dressed io a friend.

Previously, the house had re- 
jected a proposal by Representa- 
tive George Moffett of Chilllcothe 
to'submit along with repeal the 
question of setting up a manda- 
tory state monopoly over all al- 
coholic liquors. 
Petsch's resolution drew 
sup- 
port from both wet and dry fac- 
tions and monopoly advocates felt 
certain it would be adopted in 
preference to the straight repeal 
submission plan of Representative 
R. E. Morse of Houston. 


An amendment was adopted to 


Morse's plan that would authorize 
the state to establish a monopoly 
and 
prohibit 
sales of 
distilled 


liquors for private 
profit 
but 


would not make it mandatory. . 
"Let's not camouflage the Is- 


sue," Petsch said. "Texas doesn't 
•want to witness the return of the 
.open saloon. My plan is not 'wet' 


* and It Is not 'dry.' It is the best 
plan 'to safely control the liquor 
traffic by taking whiskey out of 
politics." 
"Putting the 
state 
Into the 
liquor business to take whiskey

the death chamber when his body

Was Convicted In 1833. 


He was convicted late in 1933 


for the murder of Alvin Colley, 
a professional associate, who with 
Mrs. 
Colley and two Colley chil- 


dren died after drinking poison- 
ed grape juice which Shank ser- 
ved at a picnic lunch. 


Shank said in R reputed _ con- 


fession 
shortly after his 
arrest 


that Colley had 
attempted 
to 


blackmail him in connection with 
a case pending in Ohio. Shank 
had practiced law. In Akron for 
15 years and was once a subur- 
ban magistrate. 


Four-year-old Clyde Colley was 


the only member of the family 
to survive. He pointed to Shank 
as the "man who put something,

charged with murder.

Shank pleaded insanity but was 


convicted and the death penalty 
was fixed. 


Shank's attorneys tried vainly 
to force a sanity hearing.

However, on the eve of 
his execution. Shank shook

a year-long stupor and talked to 
the warden. 


His wife aided his defense at 
the trial, she collapsed when the 
verdict was returned. Because of 
illness she was unable to come 
here to see her husband before 
the execution.

BILL FOR ISSUANCE 


REMAINDER RELIEF 


BONDSJS PASSED 


MEASURE FOR ISSUANCE AND 


REALLOCATION SENT TO 


GOVERNOR FRIDAY 


AUSTIN, March 8._r.;p)_A bill 


to issue an additional $3,500,000 in 
state relief bonds and reallocate 
$1,500,000 from bonds previously 
sold was sent to Governor James 
V. Allred today when the house 
concurred, 122 to 7, in a confer- 
ence committee report previously 
adopted by the senate. 


The 
bill 
directed 
that 
most 


of the funds be used to relieve 
distressed unemployables since the 
federal government has announced 
it would care for those physically 
able to work through Its labor re- 
lief program. 
It contained a pro- 


vision, however, whereby the state 
could use a portion of its funds 
for work relief. 


The board of control could use 


$750,000 
in March and 
a 
like 


amount in April with $400,000 to 
be spent in each month from May 
through 
November 
and 
$700,000 


held in reserve for December. 


A provision to retire the bonds 


from an increased tax on race 
wagers was eliminated. 
Likewise 


the committee removed 
the $200 


limitation on administrative sal- 
aries, Four per cent of the fund* 
could be used for hospitalizatlon 
of tuberculars. 


Sale of the bonds would deplete 


Texas relief funds. 
The $3,500,000 


is all that remains from an orig- 
inal authorization of $20,00,000 ap- 
proved at a special election in 
1933. 
Thus far no plan has been 


advanced to provide relief funds 
when the bond money is exhaust- 
ed. 


Rep. 
J. N. Reed of Texarkana 


asked the house to reject the re- 
port so expenditure of 35 per cent 
of the funds for work relief would 
be mandatory but his motion was 
rejected.

have an interest in its conduct as 
well as in plans to provide train- 
ing for 20,000 officers and men in 
a merchant marine naval reserve. 


Government officials who have 


been shaping the new merchant 
marine policy for consideration by 
congress disclosed also 
that 
a 


"fighting 
fund" of several mil- 


lion dollars is contemplated to en- 
able American shipping companies 
to compete in any 
destructive 


rate wars with foreigners or re- 
calcitrant independent operators. 


This fund was proposed, 
offi- 


cials said, particularly in view of 
serious inroads on American com- 
merce made by foreign interests 
plying the Pacific and in some 
case even extending their opera- 
tions to the Atlantic coast. At 
recent hearings about competition 
from Japanese lines which they 
said were fast but more inexpen- 
sive vessels manned by crews paid 
lower wages than those on Amer- 
ican ships. 


At present the merchant marine 


is officially considered far below 
defense needs. It was indicated 
today the navy wants at least 140 
vessels, particularly fast combina- 
tion passenger and cargo ships 
and tankers, built to be available 
in time of emergency. 
Tankers 


especially are needed, It was said, 
and the navy would like at least 
30 capable of making 10 to 11! 
knots. 
The Merchant Marine Academy 


would be modeled after Annapolis 
and the Cbast Guard Academy at 
New London, Conn. The course 
would be from two to three years 
and candidates could be proposed 
by steamship 
operators.

would be eligible for admission 
after examination.

tive expense and' advertising. 


"This will not be a 
glorified 


county fair or show as some will 
suggest," Stinson said. "It is an 
observance for all Texas and one 
behind which the whole state can 
get." 


Stinson asserted 
"now is the 
time for observing Texas 100th 
birthday," and said it would bo 
the best investment the state could 
make to speed recovery. The ob- 
servance will bring thousands of 
persons to the state, increase em- 
ployment and its benefits will be 
received by all lines.

PARIS, 
March 
11.—(XP>—Two 


sons of Former Premier Bleuther- 
ios Venizelos of Greece said today 
at their homes here that their 
father would maintain the inde- 
pendence of Crete and continue 
the Greek revolution even if the 
revolutionary forces in Macedonia 
are defeated. 
The two sons are Sophocles and 


KyriEfros Venizelos. 
With other 


exiled countrymen they are liv- 
ing in a Paris hotel, watching the 
progress of the rebellion in their 
native land. 
"Father's strength is chiefly in 
Crete and not Macedonia," said 
Sophocles. "The Macedonians are 
rallying to our cause to show his 
popularity, and the government's 
difficulties there show the weak- 
ness of Gen. Kondylis, the Greek 
minister of war. 
"Crete, which once was inde- 
pendent, now is independent again. 


"We have not yet shown the 
strength of our hand, but Father
